area with Dusty and the rest of us. 
“Okay, in some buildings it’s not 

much of a problem,”’ Mantel explained, 
‘because every wrestler or team has his 
own room. But in other buildings, it’s 
just a giant locker room. You can’t help 
seeing everybody else who's in there. 
Me—when I see Nikita, I say nothing. I 
just keep one eye riveted to him, be-. 
cause I don’t trust him for a second. 
Not for a damn second,” 

Brad Armstrong, a relatively new arrival to the World 


| Championship area, observes that in buildings where the 


locker situation is one large room rather than individual 
rooms, Nikita generally sits alone, unless Dusty happens 
to be on hand. 

‘A lot of the guys just aren’t that willing to trust 
Nikita right away,’’ Armstrong explained, ‘‘and I suppose 
I can’t really blame them. I know I’m not. But Dusty, I'll 
tell you: Him and Nikita are like old buddies. They get 
along. They talk over match strategies before their bouts. 
And when Dusty’s there, maybe when someone else 
passes by they'll nod hello to Nikita and Dusty together, 
You know, along the lines of, ‘Hey Dust, Nikita, what’s 
happening?’ That sort of thing. But when Dusty’s gone, a 
parade could be passing Nikita and nobody’ll say hello. In 
a way I kind of feel sorry for him, but I guess it’s 
something that'll just take some time to change 
naturally.” 

At one card in Greensboro, North Carolina, | observed 
how people like The Rock ’n’ Roll Express and Ronnie 
Garvin and Mantel and Bobby Jaggers and Jimmy Val- 
iant all pretty much ignored Nikita. I decided to ask him 
about it. 

“T cannot blame many of these men for not talking to 
me,”’ Nikita said. ‘I know that they doubt me in many 
ways. I know that it will take some time for me to be 
accepted by the rest of these people. It will happen, 
because | am sincere. Nikita Koloff is man of his word. I 


-have given my word, and it is all might if it take some 


time for others to accept me. I accept myself, and I know 
that | am doing what | am doing for a good reason. 
Right now Dusty trust me, we wrestle together, we help 
each other. Tomorrow, maybe [ will wrestle with Rock 
‘nm’ Roll Express. We will see.” 

Nikita said something in Russian that 
understand. 

“That is old Russian proverb,” he explained. “‘It 
means, fhe passing of the days will correct the wrongs of 
the past and make stronger the good of today. That what 
is happening to Nikita right now.”

team titles. As popular as wrestling is, it does not receive a lot of attention from the 
national media. Nevertheless, Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum thinks wrestling fans 


such as The America’s Cup, 
which most people are not inter- 
ested in, are covered in depth. 
We think we have a problem. 
Truth is, we don’t know how lucky 
we are. 
The other day, | dropped by the 


offices of my former employer, 
Sports Eye, to say hello to a few 
friends. Sports Eye is a daily 
horse racing and gambling news- 
paper that is distributed primarily 
on the East Coast. The editorial 
staff of the paper consists mostly 
of harness racing addicts whose 
big concern is that the sport they 
love so much seems to be dying. 
| empathize with them. |, too, love 
harness racing. 

Many of the editors at Sports 
Eye watch wrestling and the con- 
versation eventually turned to the 
sport. At one point, a football edi- 
tor walked by and asked me what 
was going on in the NWA. When | 
told him that Magnum T.A. had 
been seriously injured in a car ac- 
cident, he replied, “! know that. It 
came across on the AP [Associat- 
ed Press] wire.” 

This exasperated Jay Bergman, 
who is probably the wrestling fan 
at the paper. ““How.the heck does 
wrestling get on the AP wire when 
we [harness racing] can’t get any 
coverage at all?’’ he said. And 
then he laughed, but it wasn’t fun- 
ny. The grass is always greener 
on the other side of the fence, 
and in this case, wrestling fans 
should take heed. 

Inside Wrestling is just one of a 
family of 11 wrestling magazines 
published here. There are count- 
less other (inferior) publications on 
the newsstands. In many cities, 
there are well over 20 hours of 
televised wrestling each week. In 
some areas, newspapers have 
regular wrestling columnists. 
There’s even national network 
television exposure in the form of 
Saturday Night’s Main Event.

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NEW YORK, NY: I’m here because this is where I 
saw Lou Albano for the first time, and now that the 
Captain is retired, this is the place that brings back 
the most memories.

January 
18, 1971—The Captain manages Ivan Koloff to vic- 
tory over Bruno Sammartino for the WWF World 
championship. June 1971—Led by Albano, ‘‘Crazy”

for the first WWF World tag team title. June 26, 
1978—The Yukon Lumberjacks, managed by Al- 
bano, beat Dominic DeNucci and Dino Bravo for 
the tag belts. All in Madison Square Garden. This 
place is like home to Albano, and I feel the same 
way about the grand arena. I walk through the 
lob hy of the Garden, show 2a preys credentials, and

ask a guard if I can walk around the arena for a 
few minutes. He says okay. I enter the first prome- 
nade and take a look around. Workers are busily 
tearing apart the basketball court and preparing the 
Garden for hockey, but in my mind this Is a wres- 
tling arena. I can just hear the voice of the PA 
announcer and the roar of the crowd, boos cascad- 
ing down as Albano leads his men into the arena. 
He was a bad man in those days, but things 
changed. Still, whenever I think of Albano I'll think 
of the crazy man with the wild hair, the toothpicks 
in his cheeks, and rubberbands around his skanky 
beard. One of the all-time greats, whether loved or 
hated. I happen to love the man. I’m going to miss 
Lou Albano. Wrestling has lost a legend. 


ST. LOUIS, MO: The Gateway City. If wrestling 
wasn’t born here, it should have been. Some of the 
greatest stars in the history of the squared circle have 
toiled here: Harley Race, Johnny Valentine, the 
Funks, Gene Kiniski, Ric Flair, Bob Backlund, Jack 
Brisco, Dick Slater, Ted DiBiase. Have I named 
them all? The Von Erichs, Ken Patera, I can go on 
forever. Make a name for yourself here and you’ve 
made a name for yourself in the entire mat world. 
This whole place, the whole city, is like wrestling’s 
version of Yankee Stadium or The Montreal Forum. 
This is where young stars are put to the test. So Sam 
Houston, this young kid who I’ve heard so much 
about, comes into the tournament for the Central 
States title here against names like Arn Anderson, 
Tully Blanchard, Brad Armstrong, Rick Rude, and 
Dusty Rhodes, and people are actually talking about 
Houston like he’s the favorite and I’m thinking that 
these people are crazy. Then Houston goes out and 
proves me totally wrong. In the first round, he beats 
Blanchard by disqualification, then isn’t hurt when 
Rude, Armstrong, Dusty, and The Warlord are all 
eliminated. By this time, I’m starting to think that 
Houston has a pretty good shot, and then he wins 
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the whole shebang by beating Bill Dundee in the 
final. I’m impressed, but mostly by the way Hous- 
ton held up in this city, a city with so many ghosts. 
He had to feel the pressure—there’s no way he 
couldn’t have—and he came through. Let me say 
right here that Sam Houston could be headed for 
greatness. 


NEWARK, NJ: Musty, disgusting scum, dirty, 
slimy, filth, oozing off the walls and making me sick 
to my stomach. This seems to be happening every 
month lately. I go to some strange city for no reason 
whatsoever and wind up regretting it the moment I 
get there.

The editors of Inside Wrestling got together over lunch 
recently to discuss Ric Flair’s chances of retaining the NWA 
World championship. All were agreed: Flair is in dire 


straits and his chances of still having the belt by the end of 
1987 are remote 
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The giant yellow beanbag in 
the corner of the room hasn't 
been slept on for days. A stack of 
Superstars Of Wrestling tapes sits 
on top of Senior Editor Bill Apter’s 
desk waiting to be reviewed. But 
there’s always time for lunch. As 
the editors spill into the fifth floor 
elevator, somebody makes the 
suggestion that “we all have 
lunch together.’’ There’s no get- 
ting out of it this time, so it’s 
down to the corner bar. 

There’s a reason why the edi- 
tors hardly ever have lunch to- 
gether. Put seven wrestling jour- 
nalists together at a table and the 
conversation will eventually turn to 
wrestling. But lunch time is no 
time to talk about wrestling. After 
spending more than 70 hours a 
week toiling over the magazines, 
the last thing the editors want to 
do at lunch is talk about wrestling. 

So Andy Rodriguez, our newest 
Assistant Editor, makes his first 
mistake. ‘‘Let’s talk wrestling,’ he 
says. Angry glares are returned. 
He doesn't get the picture. “If you 
ask me, Ric Flair has almost no 
chance of still having the NWA 
World title at the end of 1987.” 
Who asked you, Andy? He 
doesn’t stop. ‘With all the compe- 
tition out there, he faces an unbe- 
lievable uphill battle.” Okay, we'll 
appease him. If the kid wants to 
talk wrestling, we'll talk wrestling. 
After all, what else is there to talk 
about? Apter knows nothing about 
football and he’s not going to 
keep quiet for an hour. Or a 
minute. 

“| think Andy might be right,” 
Apter says, after trying his Jerry 
Lewis imitation on a bewildered 
waitress and ordering a_ rather 
large lunch (‘‘l didn’t have break- 
fast,’’ he explains). “Life is catch- 
ing up to Flair. All the partying 
and staying up late, it has to take 
its toll. Dusty [Rhodes] beat him 
earlier in the year and Flair 
bounced back, but | wonder if he 
can do it again.” 

‘‘Not only that,’ adds Editor-in- 
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Chief Peter King, “but with Barry 
Windham coming to the area and 
Nikita Koloff turning fan favorite, 
there’s all this new blood out 
there waiting to take a crack at 
him. Guys like Ronnie Garvin, 
Rick Morton, Rhodes—Flair has 
wrestled them so many times, he 
knows every one of their moves. 
These guys will never get the title 
from Flair. But Nikita and Wind- 
ham he hasn’t seen much of and 
they're both talented wrestlers.”’ 
Lunch is served and the con- 
versation continues. Amazing, but 
when all is said and done, there 
is nothing more these editors 
would rather talk about than wres- 
tling. It’s what they know, it’s in 
their minds, it’s in their blood. 
“It's in my bank account,’ Assis- 
tant Editor Dave Rosenbaum is

fond of saying. 

Flair's career is picked apart: 
The four World title reigns, the 
megabouts with Dusty Rhodes, 
his propensity for getting disquali- 
fied, and, finally, that amazing 
bout with Nikita Koloff at the 1985 
Great American Bash. 

“Nikita was just a baby then 
and look at the match he gave 
Flair,’’ points out Managing Editor 
Stu Saks. “l think the problem 
then was that Nikita trained too 
much. He really went overboard, 
with the locking himself in the 
basement and coming out only for 
matches. It was his Uncle lvan’s 
influence, this whole Russian 
work ethic gone too far. By the 
time the match came around, he 
was mentally and physically ex- 
hausted. And still it was a great 
match.” 

“He can definitely beat him,” 
says Associate Editor Craig Pe- 
ters between bites of a chicken 
cutlet on pita bread and gulps of 
club soda. ‘“‘Nikita is so awesome, 
so well-built, and so young, he 
has enough energy and knowl- 
edge to defeat Flair. First of all, 
Nikita is so much more deter- 
mined than Flair and he really 
wants the title. To beat Flair, 
though, you have to wrestle him 
steadily, maybe a match or two a 


week for a few months at a time. 
Before this, Nikita had only wres- 
tled Flair four times and they were 
spread apart. With a consistent 
schedule, he'll beat him.” 

“| think you're forgetting about 
Windham,” says Rosenbaum. 
‘‘He’s a pretty fine wrestler and 
his style complements Flair’s. 
They’re similarly built. Windham 
also has a friend named. Lex Lu- 
gar, and it wouldn't surprise any- 
one if he followed Barry to the 
World Championship area. Even if 
he stays in Florida, he’s going to 
get a few cracks at Flair. Ric 
could really be in trouble.” 

King breaks in. ‘Flair has been 
living on borrowed time for a 
while. He has to be tired from his 
schedule, and there’s all this busi- 
ness with The Four Horsemen, all 
his interference. He’s so suscepti- 
ble to injury and he’s been 
lucking out so far.” 

“Don’t forget that he doesn't 
have too many friends left,” says 
Rodriguez, who for much of the 
time has sat in awe as the world’s 
most famous wrestling journalists 
exchanged ideas. “His ego really 
gets in the way and | think the 
other three Horsemen resent that 
a little. Now he’s friends with The 
Russians, but how long can that 
last? And who knows if they’re 
working with Flair or against 
him?” 

“It doesn’t really matter,’’ says 
Apter. “| say he’s lucky to last 
until the summer. I'll guess July. 
How about you guys?” 

The editors are finally in agree- 
ment. All but one, Assistant Editor 
Eddie Ellner, who has remained 
surprisingly silent up until this 
point, say that Flair will not last 
the year as champion. Ellner has 
other ideas. “Ric Flair will be 
champion for as long as he wants 
to be,’’ says Ellner. 

Leave it to Ellner to disagree. 
But there’s no more time for argu- 
ment. Lunch time is over. Back to 
work. There is no break from 
wrestling. It's a 24-hour job. [)

NCE UPON A time, not terribly 
wWiong ago, there wrestled a 
hulking long-haired blond and rea- 
sonably clumsy giant. He was 
named Sterling Golden, until man- 
ager Freddie Blassie—with one 
suntanned eye fixed greedily upon 
the box office—dubbed him Hulk 
Hogan. Hogan then made his pres- 
ence felt in the WWF with the force 
of a tidal wave crashing into straw 
huts on an unfortified beachfront. 
Does anyone remember Hulk Ho- 
gan, the rulebreaking wrestler? To- 
day, that image is rendered un- 
thinkable by the success of Hulk 
Hogan, the most popular wrestler of 
all time. In the years between his 
ugly terror reign under Blassie’s tu- 
telage and his honorable return to 
the WWF in December 1983, Ho- 
gan refined the skills that have 
since elevated him to the pinnacle 
of his profession. 

There have been no roadblocks 
in Hogan's remarkable career, only 
slight detours. His oaken size and 
streneth, the vise-like power of his 
arms, his unabashed desire to learn 
and improve, guaranteed success in 
a sport dominated by rogues and 
sadists. Of course, Hogan’s rule- 
breaking background has served 


him well in his recent battles with 
the best and brutish the WWF has 
to offer. Somehow, Hogan remains 
America’s Hero despite a_ style 
heavily dependent upon _ kicks, 
punches, and other roughhouse 
maneuvers. 

On January 23, 1984, in New 
York's fabled Madison Square Gar- 
den, the era of Hulk Hogan, cham- 
pion, began in a devastating way. 
The crown had barely settled on 
The lron Sheik’s head when the 
massive Hogan knocked it off and 
claimed it for himself. Three years 
later, the crown seems to be ce- 
mented atop his head. 

In its 25-year history, the WWF 
has boasted some superb champi- 
ons. Bruno Sammartino was great, 
of this there can be no doubt. But 
Bruno’s popularity—as was that of 
Bob Backlund some years later— 
was essentially limited. Wrestling 
did not yet cross the line into main- 
stream entertainment until the Hulk 
Hogan years. | 

Hogan crosses all boundaries. 
What most endears him to the fans 
was his capacity to come from be- 
hind—to snatch victory from the 
jaws of defeat—safeguarding his 
noble image. Hulkamania is the tri-

What was it about the match 
that caused such a radical swing 
of opinion? And what is it about 
the Bulldogs in general that has 
caused similar reactions in arenas 
around the country? 

“| can’t speak for the rest of 

the country,’ said Inside Wres- 
tling Associate Editor Craig Pe- 
ters, “but | was there in the Nas- 
sau Coliseum for the Texas 
tornado match. Usually, when 
you’ve got a Texas tornado 
match, you've got wild action from 
start to finish. And with the Bull- 
dogs, you would expect that wild 
action to be taking place in the air 
as much as on the mat. 
’ “Frankly, the Bulldogs were ter- 
rible in that match,’ Peters contin- 
ued. “They probably could have 
polished off Valentine and Beef- 
cake in less than five minutes, but 
they chose to stick with a sure- 
footed style, and relied mostly on 
armlocks and headlocks. In fact, 
neither Kid nor Smith threw so 
much as one dropkick in the 
match. That’s not the Bulldogs | 
know, and it’s not the Bulldogs 
that fans pay good money to 
see,” 

Have The British Bulldogs lost 
their bite? 

“Look, there are plenty of pos- 
sible explanations,’ said veteran 
wrestling journalist Matt Brock. 
“But my opinion is that they are 
tired, both physically and mental- 
ly. | think that the Bulldogs are 
just tired. They’re tired of trying to 
think up new finishing combina- 
tions, they're tired of wrestling the 
same two teams again and again. 
Hell, no matter where you look, 
its either Bulldogs against Hart 
Foundation, or Bulldogs against 
Valentine and Beefcake. 

“And so what happens? They 
get sloppy. They get lazy. They 
know they can beat Valentine and 
Beefcake handily, but they do so 
with a minimum effort. Sure, they 
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still get the job done, but just 
barely. Have the Bulldogs lost 
their bite? I’d have to answer that 
question with a definite ‘yes!’ °’- 

Brock’s interpretation may well 
be true, but there are other inter- 
pretations that could explain why 
the Bulldogs aren't quite the team 
that they were a just a few short 
months ago. 

One view is that the retirement 
of the Bulldogs’ manager, . Capt. 
Lou Albano, hit Kid and Smith 
very hard. “It was Albano who fo- 
cused their energies and efforts 
and enabled them to capture the 
WWE World tag team belts,” said 
One close friend of the Bulldogs’ 
who wished to remain anony- 
mous. “The Bulldogs without Al- 
bano are like The Midnight Ex- 
press without Jim Cornette. Sure, 
Albano’s influence over the ‘Dogs 
is far more subtle than Cornette’s 
influence over the Express, but 
it's a strong influence and it’s 
there. If you ask me, the ’Dogs 
have slowed down because 
they're in mourning, so to speak, 
for Albano.” 

Another explanation is that the 
Bulldogs wish to defend their 
belts against more teams in the 
WWF, but that WWF officials are 
restricting their opposition. Indeed, 
plenty of skilled teams in the 
WWF are fan favorites like the 
Bulldogs: The Islanders, The Killer 
Bees, the Rougeaus, and The 
Can-Am Connection would all pro- 
vide exciting competition for Kid 
and Smith. 

But while the WWF had made 
recent strides in promoting scien- 
tific wrestlers vs. scientific wres- 
tlers in regular matches, it has not 
done so in title matches. Which 
means that the Bulldogs—and the 
Bulldogs’ fans—will be restricted 
primarily to matches against Brett 
Hart and Jim Neidhart, Greg Val- 
entine and Brutus Beefcake, or 
lron Sheik and Nikolai Volkoff. 

Like the fans, the Bulldogs 
have gotten bored. From an ath-

letic standpoint, each of these 
teams has a weak link and cannot 
spark the kind of interest that 
could ignite the champions’ fire.

Road Warriors on the same card, 
but ultimately the relationship 
failed. While the promoters 
feigned a cooperative spirit, there 
remained an “I’m out for number 
one’ ethos that doomed the 
project from the start. 

Pro Wrestling USA was a case 
of competitors working too closely 
together. One would sooner see 
Sneezy and Drowsy capture the 
WWF tag team title before a rela- 


tionship such as Pro Wrestling 


USA could work. But that 
shouldn't preclude the occasional 
swapping of talent. 

I'm not so bold as to advocate 
a Flair-Hogan showdown; | know 
that will not happen in my lifetime. 
But | see no reason why champi- 
ons of other federations are not 
permitted to appear on cards with 
each other. The ultimate illogic 
comes predictably from promoter 
McMahon. § McMahon 
refuses to recognize wrestlers 
from other territories; as if by 
sheer force of his will, he could 
obliterate Ric Flair from existence. 
Thus, when seven-time NWA 
champion Harley Race enters the 
WWF, no mention of his past 
achievements are made. It is sim-

ply remarkable how the histories 
of wrestlers like Jake Roberts, 
Rick Steamboat, and Randy Sav- 
age were quietly erased upon 
their entry into the WWF. 

It is a business decision to nev- 
er introduce a competing product 
to your area. But the shortsighted 
promoters fail to realize the need 
for maintaining a healthy, fertile 
industry for everyone. A wrestling 
monopoly is waste-product think- 
ing of megalomaniacs like McMa- 
hon and Jim Crockett; it’s never 
going to happen. Instead, by add- 
ing Ric Flair as a special attrac- 
tion on a WWF card, or allowing 
King Kong Bundy to appear 
against Dusty Rhodes in North 
Carolina, promoters would be 
generating tremendous fan inter- 
est, and they would be filling up 
their own coffers faster than they 
could get to the bank. 

The strong and conflicting pulls 
at work in professional wrestling 
deny fans the opportunity of see- 
ing the best matches possible. Lu- 
gar vs. Savage. Hawk vs. Hogan. 
Steamboat vs. Von Erich. | urge 
these powerful men to reconsider 
their positions. If not for me, 
least think of Snow 
White. At 50, there’s no guaran- 
tee she’s going to be around 
much longer. CL]

Wrestling fans are an amazing 
breed.
